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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The affidavit under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed 10/03/2006 is insufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claim 12-31 based upon the cited references as set forth in the last Office 
action because: Applicant's declaration amounts to a personal opinion on the state of 
the art by the inventor. While claims have been allowable, for the purposes of 
maintaining the record, allowability is not due to the affidavit of the Inventor. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 12-31 allowed. Prior art devices such as Lambert (U.S. 4,149,714) teach 
the use of cam-shaped pulleys in exercise devices. Lambert fails to teach or show 
oscillatory magnitude or oscillatory force vector during a single range of motion. Herz 
(684,688) teaches a pulley with a spiral groove. Herz however teaches a configuration 
that would only allow the force vector to move in a single direction during a range of 
motion as defined in the claims. Price (U.S. 6,224,514) teaches a pulley which causes 
a force vector translate from left to right. Price fails to teach a pulley or configuration 
wherein the user experiences a plurality of oscillations during a single range of motion in 
one direction. 

3. The prior art of record fails to teach a contact member in the form of a user 
grippable member as defined in the specification movable in one direction through a 
distance defining a range of motion, a source of resistive force, a mechanical 
connection such as a cable as noted in the specification, and a support for the 
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mechanical connection in the form of a pulley as defined in the specification, that 
changes the direction of the resistance of the force vector or the magnitude of force a 
plurality of times during movement of the contact member through the defined range of 
motion so that the exerciser will experience oscillating force vectors or oscillating force 
magnitude.
